fill with honey for extracting. 
It 


also is a good plan to provide more 
storage sp"ace for honey than the 
bees need. 
If the hive becomes 


crowded the bees will loaf and it is 
difficult to get them back to work 
again.

schools in all parts of Pennsylva­ 
nia are attributed by Dr. James 
N. Rule, state superintendent 
of 
public instruction, 
to the steadily 
increasing 
demand 
for secondary 
education 
that nas 
been evident 
during the past five years. 
Pennsylvania high schools have 
almost doubled their enrollment in 
the past ten years. Dr. Rule said 
today. In 1920-21 there were 165,835 
students enrolled in grades nine to 
twelve, and in 1930-31 
a total of 
327.120 was enrolled, an increase of 
161,285, or 97 per cent 
Attendance Grows 
By 1927 high school enrollments 
had reached the total of 242.629. and 
almost fifteen thousand were added 
the next year. 
In no year since 
1928 has there been fewer than 18.- 
000 additional names on high school 
lists. 
In 1930 the enrdllraent 
was 
increased to 20.362 over the 1929 
figure, making a total .of 296.372 for 
that year. The biggest jump in the 
history
